t j . L. Mobley, of S an ta Anna, 
F o r t

Cunningham , 
of 
Comanche,

European Wiu front on Sep- 
tem ber 12, 1918 an«l related Ids 
e\p«*ricnce*« with Cunningham ns 
r soldier in the World War. 
Mr. Mobley 
aul th a t Gunning 
ham was a Lieutenant and wa« 
given an objective 
on 
the 
day 
of his death to capture a small 
town 
from 
t he 
Germ ans. 
With 
a few hundred men, Cunningham 
took the town with so little trou ­ 
ble 
early 
in 
the 
m orning, th at 
he 
decided 
to 
take 
the 
woods 
just 
north 
of 
the 
town 
which 
he knew the G ermans were hold­ 
ing. 
Lieut, Cunningham alw ays led 
hi> men, Mobley said, and when 
the 
Americans 
had 
advanced to 
within about a hundred yards of 
the woods 
Cunningham 
got out 
of the shell holes in which they 
were 
advancing, 
lb* 
crawled 
a 
few yards and when he spied the 
ere nr , 
raised

\S hen he did so a G orman sharp­ 
shooter,
